Changes to Priority Targets: Since the last report the total 


number of priority targets has increased from 167 to 168 by the addition 
of a probable cruise missile site near Yai Hsien on Hainan Island. This

Missions During the Period: Two BLUE sprincs| | 
hotographed targets in the Haiphong area. The first successful 


H Drone was flown against targets in the Chan Chiang area of 
South China. the second BLACK SHIELD mission overflew 
Hanoi, Haiphong and the Lao Kay Complex. The results of these four 
missions are not yet available.

Column 6 - Date of the most recent base line/ surveillance 
quality coverage. 


6. The Map at Tab B: Shows the distribution of the 168 targets 
illustrating the primary areas for lines of communication by shading. The 
129 targets listed in Tab A which have been covered by base line quality 
photography since 1 March 1966 are shown by a black dot, the remainder of 
the 168 by a black circle. Arrows indicate base line/surveillance coverage 
added during the reporting period.
